PARIS, Nov. 28.—</P>—The Dal- 
adier government's campaign to 
day opened gaps in labor lines 
drawn up for a 24-hour strike 
Wednesday. 


Labor Minister Charles Pom- 
aret announced he had received 
assurances that department stores, 
banks and insurance 
companies 


all would remain open despite the 
strike call issued by the General 
Confederation of Labor. 
. Independent 
unions, 
including 


the 
General 
Confederation 
of 
Christian Workers, also proclaim- 
ed opposition to the strike, call- 
ed to protest Premier Daladler's 
labor-finance 
policies. 
The deadlock between the gov- 


ernment and the principal unions 
persisted, however. 
The 
unions' 
determination to 
strike and the government's in- 
sistence that public services be 
maintained 
aroused 
widespread 
apprehension. Appeals were made 
to both sides to avoid any dan- 
gerous action. 


Among the 
main 
unions are 


those of factory workers, miners 
and public service employes, in- 
cluding railroad, subway and bus 
workers. 


Daladier has been given decree 
authority 
to 
mobilize railroad 


workers—In effect to place them 
under army discipline and sub- 
ject them to army penalties—but 
ho has not put his power Into 
force. 


Deputies of the socialist union 


group joined war veterans In an 
appeal to both sides for peace. 
Labor's impatience was shown 


by a new strike at Dunkerque 
where 5,000 metal workers struck 
in protest 
against

ment's policies.

stood to be preparing to follow 
up its week-end appeals to the 
nation against the strike and to 
be prepared, If necessary, to put 
subways,

Trading still was suspended, and 
livestock receipts wore about one- 
tenth of normal. 
AFL headquarters claimed some 


men had slipped through the picket 
lines, but no stock was found mov- 
ing In the yards, and William 
Hunter, chief of the stockyard po- 
lice, said no working passes had 
been issued. 


"We shall call off the strike If 
the management will agree to ne- 
gotiate a written agreement and 
to bargain In good faith," Van A. 
Bittner, chairman of tho packing 
house workers organizing commit- 
tee, set forth In a statement. 


He pointed out the CIO handlers 


union had been selected last March 
as the sole bargaining agent for 
tho handlers at the yards. He add- 
ed:

MEXICAN PROBLEM 
"If Secretary Hull would 


say to Mexico, 'Unless ypu 
return or pay for all confis- 
cated property the United 
States will apply an econom- 
ic boycott,' the whole prob- 
lem would be solved in a 
moment, 
because 
Mexico 


could not survive 
without 


American trade," declares 
Henry J. Allen of Kansas. 


It would be pleasant to 


think the problem was so 
simple and easy as that. 
Most of the well-informed 
Americans who have stud- 
ied it seem to have serious 
doubts about such an arbi- 
trary solution.

PEACE WITH MEXICO 
The rejoicing over Mexi- 


co's agreement to pay for 
confiscated land owned by 
Americans is out of propor- 
tion to the value of the land.

stallments not less than $1,- 
000,000 a year. Such a sum, 
while important to the oust- 
ed owners, doesn't call for 
a national celebration. But

Mysterious Plant 
Owned By Corsicanan 


Finally Identified 


The November Issue of the Bet- 


ter Homes and Gardens magazine 
has unravelled a mystery for Mrs. 
S. C. Bagby, who brought a plant 
home with her from South Caro- 
lina in 1031, that has baffled na 
ture lovers, florists and others as 
to Its identity. 
Page 60 of the magazine carries 


a perfect picture of the plant and 
Its blossoms lu UUiorcnt stages, 
and a description ol same. It ia 
entitled "Marica, the Mysterious." 


The plant Is the Brazilian Mari- 
ca (Ma-ri-ka), and there Is a n- 
pcrstition that the Marica never 
blooms until the plant has devel- 
oped at least 12 of the sword- 
shaped leaves, which explains one 
common name, the Twelve Disci- 
ples plant. Another common name 
is the Toadcup Lily. 
Manica blooms have no stems. 


Suddenly some morning in late 
February a bud thrusts Itself out 
near tho tip of what seems to be 
an ordinary leaf. A half hour later 
Its petals spread, and the flower 
Is in full bloom. The bloom re- 
sembles the Iris, and ranges In 
color from white to blue or violet 
and are prominently marked 
a 


brownish purple in the center. 
The have curled standards and 
large, wide-sweeping 
falls. 
The 


stamens are thrust upward from 
the center of the flower like a 
cluster of sopars. By 7 o'clock in 
the evening the blossom is curled 
into a tight little ball, the fugitive 
beauty gone forever. 
One spring Mrs. Bagby's plant 


had seven blossoms at one time, 
and bloomed three successive times 
from the peduncle from which the 
first bud burst through, making 
a total of .21 blooms that season

flowers are 
gone 


leaves come forth from the pedun- 
cle and a now plant is thus form- 
ed.

After cleaning your face, apply 
the foundation cream you prefer. 
For oily skins an astringent type 
la best. 
For dry skins, a very 
thin layer of oil will keep the 
skin softer. If you use n cream 
rouge, apply It now, but a dry 
rouge should be put on after the 
powder. 


With a clean powder puff, pat 
a thick layer of powder all over 
the face and neck.
